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Okery Bridge is a characteristic piece of Dart¬ 
moor, the meandering, brawling streams, grassy 
uplands and granite hills in this locality being 
typical of the scenery on this expansive stretch 
of moorland which serves such a useful purpose 
as the fountain-head of most of Devon’s lovely 
rivers. To the pedestrian who loves his native 
England there are few more attractive places 
than the wilds of Dartmoor.
